Hope to End the Strike. 


Newr 
York, 
August 
7. — Mayor 
Mitchel announced last night that “ a 
basis of settlement” has been found 
for the great street car strike, which 
will be submitted today to the board 
of directors of the New' York Rail­ 
way Co. and to its striking employes. 
Meanwhile many thousands of New’ 
Yorkers w’ere forced to w’alk yester­ 
day because of the strike. 
Federal intervention in the strike 
w'as suggested 
last 
afternoon, when 
W illiam B. Wilson, secretary of la­ 
bor in President Wilson's cabinet, ar­ 
rived in New York and went at once 
to strike headquarters at the Conti­ 
nental hotel, where he conferred writh 
Samuel Gompers, 
president 
of 
the 
American Federation of 
Labor, and 
other union leaders assembled there. 
At the time the railway company 
in the four affected boroughs, 
w’ith 
the ald of double police guards, were 
operating 403 cars 
in 
place 
of the 
normal number of 
1,123 
cars, 
and 
were giving a fair 
show 
of regular 
schedules. 
Secrecy surrounded the conference 
between Wilson and Gompers, w’hich 
was an extended one. 
Neither the 
cabinet member nor the president of 
the American Federation would dis­ 
close the subject under discussion. 
In spite of this, W illiam D. Mahon, 
president of the Amalgamated Asso­ 
ciation of Electric and Street Railway 
Employes, asserted that the outlook 
for extending the strike to tie up not 
only the street car lines, but the sub­ 
ways and elevated railroads as well, 
was better than it wras Saturday. 
In addition to this, Mahon w’as re­ 
ported as having delegations 
repre­ 
senting the motormen of the electri­ 
fied divisions of 
railroads 
entering 
New York, who, 
although 
affiliated 
with the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers would join the strike to tie 
up the city completely. 
They wrere employes of the Long Is­ 
land, the Pennsylvania, the Newv York 
Central and the New’ Haven railroads 
and the McAdoo tubes.
